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WESTERN RAILWAYS.

California roads fixed the rate on ores 
according to their value as determined by 
assay, aud there are business men in Brit- 
ish Columbia and in the other western pro- 
vinces who declare that their rates of 
freight are graded according to the profits 
they are able to make out of their enter- 
prises, and that they work for the railway 
rather than for themselves. One hears few 
charges of discrimination between  indi- 
viduals, one of the most fatal of railway 
powers when exercised as on the Americ. 
roads befure the advent of the Interstate 
commission. But, as will be seen, dis- 
crimination between localities, only less 
mortal than {discrimination between indi- 
viduals, seems to be freely practised, the 
local rate is raised to the point of coafisca- 
tion, and a thorough investigation would 
very probably show that some heavy ship- 
pers enjoy advantageous arrangements. It 
is true that the mountain section is a heavy 
piece of road, but an examination of the 
tigures will show that this does not account 
for these remarkable discriminations. In 
truth, if one compares rates from Winni- 

4g to Vancouver with rates from Calgary to 

‘ancouver, one would have to conclude 
that in cases no charge at all is made for the 
mountain section. In Manitoba one finds 
some feeling against freight rates, bat this 
feeling is far more intense in the Territor- 
ies and on the coast. The charge common- 
ly made in British Columbia is that the 
province has been farmed out to monopoly, 
as California was handed over, bound hand 
and foot, to the American Pacific roads. So 
the moment one sets foot in the Territories 
the question of freight rates is raised, and 
your ears ring with the story until you 
reach Victoria. It would be idle to deny 
that heavy local charges are essential to the 
maintenance of the roilway, but the best 
yen that ever served monopoly cannot justi- 
fy some of the local rates that prevail in the 
Territories and in British Columbia. Even 
the passenger rates are a serious hardship. 
In Manitoba the rate is four cents a mile, in 
the Northwest five cents, and there are no 
reduced rates for return tickets. For ex- 
ample, the distance from Toronto to Ham 
ilton is 39 miles, the single fare $1.20, and 
the return fare $2; but under the rate that 
prevails in the Territories the single fare 
would be $1.95 and the return fare just 
double thisamount. Residents{at Calgary 
and other points east of the mountains, 
who require to ship to Eastern Canada or 
beyond, have found it profitable to ship 
through to Vancouver, more than six 
hundred miles further west in order to get 
the competing rate at that point, and 
thence ship the same goods back over the 
mountains and on to the eastward. Revel- 
stoke is nearly four hundred miles east of 
Vancouver, bu. itis not unusual to have 
goods shipped from eastern markets sent on 
through to Vancouver and re-shipped back 
to Revelstoke. In these cases the through 
rate to Vancouver and the local rate back to 
Revelstoke seem to total less than the rate 
direct to Revelstoke. So the local rate to 
Vancouver and the through rate back to 
the eastern markets seem to total less than 
the rate from Calgary direct to the eastern 
centres. At least, shippers resort to these 
extraordinary manoeuvres, and the pre 
sumption is that they are moved by some 
other motive than a philanthropic desire to 
feed the railway. The rate on coal from 
Anthracite to Vancouver, in car lots, is $5 
a ton. The distance is 565 miles. Nova 
Scotia coal, brought from the coal beds 600 
miles distant, is sold in Montreal for $5.50 
net to householders. Coal from the mines 
of Pennsylvania, freighted for more than 
400 miles, is sold in Toronto at $4.50 to Sj a 
ton; that is the charge for carriage over 
the mountain section of the Canadian Pa- 
citic equals the cost of mining in Pennsyl- 
eunie, leniiing for shipment, freightage to 
Toronto, and retailers’ profits. At Calgary, 
80 miles from the mines at Anthracite, coal 
retails at $7.75 aton. The rate on a car- 
load of potatoes from Ashcroft to Vancouv- 
er, 205 miles, is $85, for less than a ful! car, 
47 centsa bundred. Potatoes sell at rail- 
way points in western Ontario for 20 cents a 
bag (90 pounds), and in Toronto at 35 cents 
a bag retail, or 40 cents a hundred.

The Calgary & Edmonton Railway Com- 
pany was incorporated in 1890.

$80,000. The subsidy is to be paid direct 
to the London agents as trustees for the 
bondholders. The bonding powers given to 
the company were to the amount of $25,000

Railways sometimes calculate 
their land grant upon a basis of three 
doliars an acre. The Calgary & Edmonton 
Company will not say that half that figure 
is an excessive basis. 
under that nead. To this amount must be 
added the road’s bonled indebtedness, con- 
sisting of $5,458,940 first mortgage 6 per 
cent. 20-year bonds. It may be that these 
bonds were subjected to a discount, but the 
measure of guarantee which was given them 
by means of the mail subsidy no doubt 
materially strengthened them. Roughly 
speaking, therefore, and leaving out of the 
addition the mail subsides, the promoters 
raised upon the road in bonds and land the 
amount of $28,000a mile. The cost of the 
road, according to the company’s own 
figures, has been $3,717,882. or $13,000 a 
mile. Actually, however, the construction 
probably did not cost more than $7,000 a 
mile. The road-bed is now in very poor 
condition. At this rate the totalcost was 
$2,065,000. Over against this is a bonded 
debt of five and a half millious and the 1,- 
888,000 acces of land grant. 

The following is the concluding sentence : 


All these carrying corporations are the 
offspring of parliament, the holders of 
public franchises, and their right of taxa- 
tion ought to be limited to a reasonable pro- 
fit on a reasonable investment, although we 
may not Sviolate solemn bargains nor un- 
load even upon corpo ations that we have 
unwisely created the consequences of our 
own folly. 


The Globe has done good service to 
the Northwest in taking up this rail- 
way rates question and dealing with it 
so plainly and thoroughly, but it de- 
stroys a great deal of the good effect by 
decrying the possibilities of the Hud- 
son’s Bay railway. That the Hudson’s 
Bay railway in its present hands is only 
a fake everybody outside of Manitoba. 
will agree, but that does not say that 
if it were properly constructed and 
kept under proper control it would not 
be of vast benefit to the commerce of 
Manitoba and the west and assist very 
greatly in the development of all the 
west. The West wants it, and Globe 
or no Globe it will have it sooner or 
later, but certainly we had better do 
without it for a while longer than have 
ii under any terms that we are likely 
to get regarding it as long as Hugh 
Sutherland manipulates the scheme.

LAC LA BICHE. 


Eprtor BULLETIN. 

Sir: Ata pubile meeting held here 
on 14th inst., it was decided to petition 
the government for a grant for seed 
grain and potatoes, to enable the set- 
tlers here to sow their fields next spring, 
the drouth of the past summer having 
rendered the crop almost nothing, there 
being only a return of 1,057 bushels of 
potatoes, out of 183 sown ; wheat sown 
113, yield 521; oats sown 32, yield 
250; barley sown 15, yield 38. Many 
settlers sowed nothing as they had no 
seed and no means of getting any. The 
amount of grain and potatoes asked for 
is not great, but if granted will greatly 
assist the people here, who will not 
have a bushel to sow next spring. The 
strict enforcement of the fishery regula- 
tions rendered necessary by the de- 
crease in the fish from fishing during 
the spawning season, has impressed our 
people withthe necessity of farming 
more than they have done, and they 
will be further encouraged to do so by 
the fact that the Roman Catholic mis- 
sion has erected and will shortly have 
running a 17 horse power steam grist 
mill. The settlers feel that having 
done their best to obey the fishery re- 
gulations they are entitled to relief 
from the government in the shape of 
grain and potatoes; for it is only by 
farming they can make up‘for the loss 
of the fish and be enabled to live, and 
unless the grain is given them by the 
government, there is no chance of their 
getting any, any other way. Most of 
them being very poor, anything they 
make this winter must be spent on food 
and clothes. The petition goes on to 
the minister of interior at once. The 
number of bushels of grain asked for 
1s 120 bushels of wheat and 250 bush- 
els of potatoes, and we would ask you 
to bring all your influence to bear, and 
do what you canto obtain for us our 
request. By so doing you will earn the 
thanks of all our people. 

Trusting that you will excuse the 
liberty we have taken in asking for 
your good offices in this matter.

SUPREME OUURT JUDG MENT. 

In the case of tiabel vs. Gable, before 
Honorable Mr. Justice Scott at Edmonton, 
plaintill sued ivfendant for money lent by 
plaintiff's mother to defendant. The evi- 
dence at trial was held to prove that this 
money was lent by plaintiffs mother to 
defendant under an agreement that the 
defendant should pay the money to the 
plainuff upon plaintiff's marriage. Piain- 
tiff being married sued defendant for the 
money. Defendant claimed that plaintiff's 
mother was indebted to him in an amount 
equal to the claim. Plaintiff claimed that 
defendant was trustee fur the money, aud 
that plaintiff was entitled to the money 
under agreement abeve mentioned. Held 
on authority of Tweddie and Atkinson, 
1, B. & S. 393, that jadgment shou!d be for 
defendant. W_ Short for plaintiff, C. M. 
Woodworth for defendant.

SUPREME COURT JUDGMENT. 


During the sale proceedings in this matter 
an important point of law was decided. 
On the 6th. November, 1892, M. E. Ibbotson 

ave a mortgage to the Canadian Matual 

roetbed Investment Co. and thereafter a 
mortgage to Messrs. 8. 8S and H. C. Taylor. 
A trausfer of the jand in question had been 
registered in the name of M. E. Ibbotson, 
but the certificate of ownership still re- 
mained in the name of W. G. Ibbotson, who 
shortly after this gave a mortgage to W. H. 
Kinnisten, of Calgary, on the same land. 
Thereafter M. E. Ibbotson gave a mortgage 
to Lafferty & Moore, and finally a certi- 
ficate of ownership was made out in the 
name of M. E. Ibbotson. 

Upon the sale having been made by the 
Canadian Mutual Loan and Investment Co., 
W. H. Kinnisten through his advocate, P. 
L. McNamara claimed a priority over all 
other mortgagees, owing to the fact that the 
certificate of ownership was in the name of 
W. G. Ibbotson at the time Kinnisten’s 
mortgage was registered, and he claimed 
that at Uhat time a mortgage given by W. 
G. Ibbotson would have priority over any 
mortgage given by any other party. Some 
other complications arose from the fact that 
Kinnisten's mortgage, though filed, was 
not registered: until after the certificate of 
ownership ,had been made out in the name 
of M. E. Ibbotson. However, this latter 
fact wae not referred to in the judgment. 
After quite s serious contestation it has been 


decided by the Honorable Mr. Justice Rou- 


jeau, distinguishing this case from the cases 
in re Rivers and Wilkie and Jellett, that the 
Canadian Mutual Loan and Investment Co. 
had legal priority over all other mortgagees 

M. Woodworth for Canadian Mutual 
Loan and Investment Oo., P. L. McNamara 
for W. H. Kinnisten.

LAC LA BICHE, 


F. ©. Gilchrist, fisheries inspector and H. 
S. Young, fisheries guardian, arrived from 
Lac la Biche on Tuesday with Jas. Norn. 
The close season ended at Lac la Biche and 
in all the lakes north of of the Saskatche- 
wan on Nov. 15th. Several seizures of nets 
and fish were made on Mr. Gilchrist’s ar- 
rival, but after that the law was observed. 
Four families, who were in particularly poor 
circumstances were allowed a net each dur- 
ing ‘the whole of the spawning season, and 
sixteen families were allowed a net each 
after Nov. Ist. License fees will not be 
exacted from people fishing for their own 
use during the winter. The inspecter dis- 
cussed with the people the object of the de 
partment in preserving the fish and pointed 
out tothem that the fish must be in the 
lake in winter as wellas summer and that 
therefore they could catch them, In pur 
suance of his directions several of the people 
will follow the fish out to deep water with 
their nets in order to find where they stop 
during the winter. Mr. Gilchrist is of 
_——- that the fish congregate in the deep 
places which have a muddy bottom, in 
which kind of bottem the white fish find 
their principal food. If they find the 
winter haunts of the whitefish they will no 
doubt be able to make a fair catch during 
the winter, and if they do not find them 
they will still be able to catch some jackfish 
and suckers with hook and line through 
the ice. There are about thirty-one families 
at the lake half of whom are in fair circam- 
stances, but the remaining half are very poor 
and have no means of support but the fish, 
and if they cannot get the fish they will ao 
doubt suffer from hunger. About twenty 
families have left their homes on the lake 
and have gone isto the northern woods to 
in lakes 


trap for the winterand to fish 

which are out of the present jurisdiction of 
the inspector. These families are , but 
the men of them are active able to 


hunt, as some of those who remain at the 
lake cannot, and cannot undertake the 
hardship and exposure of winter fishing 
even should it be successful. As the little 
crops planted last summer proved a com- 
parative failare from drouth, the food 
supply in the settlement is very limited, 
and the outlook for the winter is not 
promising.
